Mills company. In the development of 
a water supply for their mills, looted 
In Bavenna It was necessary to ac- 
quire about 1,000 acres of land and 
about sis miles of right of way; As 
engineer-of this development I con- 
structed sii miles of canal diverting 
the waters' of a creek and conveying 
same to two small lakes, which we 
connected by canals. By means of a 
data we raised the level of these lakes 
about 20 feet making over 200 acres 
of water surface. The lakes are about 
nve miles from Ravenna. 


"Naturally my boys spend a great

Two years 
ago we leased it all to the state of 
Ohio as a game sanctuary, and the 
task of looking after the refuge fell to 
our troop.

The troop bufit approved shel- 
ters and feeding huts. 
During the 


winter these huts are visited every 
Saturday and a supply of grain, 
raisins, etc., is placed in them by the 
boys. Feeding 
stations were 
also 


maintained for the quaii, of which we 
have about six coveys. Last year we 
purchased three pairs _of mallard 
ducks and raised about thirty young- 
sters. This year the state sent the 
troop sis more drakes. 
We are put- 


ting in a pair of English gall dncks 
tills summer and expect that during 
the fall flight we will have 1.000 wild 
ducks to feed instead of the 400 or 500 
we had last year. On account of the 
feed and protection we had over 100 
birds stay until the lakes were com- 
pletely frozen over. We have planted 
wild rice this year and expect to cut 
down our hand-feeding.
